“My dear Dr. Brady: 

“I have a large varicose ulcer on 
my leg from the ankle half way up 
to the knee. I suffer a great deal of 
pain and itching from it. My family 
doctor strongly advises me to have it 
cured, says it can be cured, and that 
after it is cured a rubber stocking 
should be worn. But dozens of people 
tell me that if get it cured it will go 
to other parts of the bedy and that I 
won't live long. Please tell me which 
is right. Respectfully yours, * 

Another mystery I despair of solv- 
ing is, why do folks employ a physi- 
cian, presumably paying a fee for his 
advice or attendance,.and then weigh 
his advice against the gratuitous ad- 
vice of “dozens of people?” 

Every varicose ulcer can and should 
be healed.

which is preventing the film of skin 
from growing in around the edges of 
the nicer. An ulcer heals by a growth 
of skin over it from the edges, much 
as a pond freezes over with a film 
of ice, 

The pain and discomfort and dis- 
ability produced by varicose ulcers 
are mostly unnecessary and must be 
aécredited to wilful neglect-or avoid- 
ance of proper medical care in most 
eases. Victims of this condition har- 
bor not only such misinformation as 
that mentioned in the letter above 
but seem to delight in “trying” all 
sorts of remedies or treatments, at 
great cost, too, while they worry 
along without medical advice.

The economics of the military 
establishment of the United States 
in times of peace, is a new thought. 

The public has never taken into 
consideration that side of the army. 

And yet the annual report of Sec- 
retary of War John W. Weeks, just 
submitted to congress, is an analy- 
sis of this character of his public 
obligation to the country, and it is 
able, because the secretary is a stu- 
dent of economy; and refreshing be- 
cause it is something new. 

In his report the secretary dis- 
cusses the present cost of the army, 
and compares it with costs in other 
periods. He discloses the 
relative to the country’s wealth, 
population, geographical situation, 
and the present cost of living. He 
analyzes the costs compared to the 
costs @n other countries, and esti- 
mates the economic returns, direct 
and indirect, to the nation of such 
an establishment.
